The Westminster Ooluniblan Says the 
Visiting^ Tmins Had Not the Slit;ht«Bt 
Cliaiicu of Obtaining Fiiir Play.

A prolcHl was enlcreil against the heat 
by all the visiting teams, on the gronnd 
lliat three men instead of nco were em- 
liloycd to reel olf the ho.se, which is 
Cdiilrary in llie rules of the associatioii.

A DUUSll IX TI'.E STRAITS. 

'I'he Inlander 'Irles to Overtake the Olyui- 
plaii— Tho liesult About an KvenTliini;. 

Tho steamers Islander and Olympian 
liad a brush in the .Straits yesterday on 
the rctiirii trip froiu I'ort Townsend. 
The event caused couHidcralile interest 
on liotli sieaniors and also in Victoria, 
where it was understood that a race 
was on between the two boats. A large 
niiinbcr of people went ont to Beacon 
Hill and at about 8:30 tho distance be- 
Uvedii the two steamers oould readily bo 
discerned. The Olympian wits seen to 
be about two and a half niiles ahead, 
and going gallantly along at a lively 
rate. Volumes of blaek smoke poured 
out of her funnel and steam was evident- 
ly kept at full head. She arrived in 
the harbor and had just got her lines 
ashore wlieu the Islander also entered 
the harbor. There was |ierhaps \'2 or 
l-l iiiiiuites between the two whistles. 
As tlie Olympian pa.-.sed the ('. R N. 
(locic slie was given three clieer.s and 
when the Islaiiiler was decking the 
Olympian's pa.s.sciigcrs and crew gave 
her three cheers and a tiger, wliiiOi 
( 'apt. 1 rving acknowledged with tliree 
whistles. 

l''roin oHicers and ]iassengers of liolh 
slcaincrs it was learned that thy Olyni- 
pi.'iii slarleil troiii Tori Town. end eight 
minutes ahead of the l.slaiidei , owing to 
t he posit ion of the .Mexico in the har- 
bor. \\lunlh(^ islander gol onlsiile 
there was a long gap betwei.-ii the two 
steaiiicrs. The screw for a linn' s(!enied 
to gain a little on the paddle steamer, 
but after that simply Indd her own, and 
it would licdidicull to say which steam- 
er had the advantage for three hundred 
yards. Had they started even they 
wiinlil prolialily have oume in that way. 
The Olympian bad ju.sl been lliorduglily 
repaired and was in tine condition, 
while the Lslaiulcr has to receive con- 
siderable repair before being at lie ■ 
best. Olio of her screws has two jil.ite^ 
half gone and the other two broken, .so 
that a groat deal of power is lost. If 
both steamors liad been in equally good 
condition it is almost certain that the 
.Scotch boat would. . have .more than 
dveriiauled tiis Ainorican boat in yes- 
((■rday's brush. The Islander will soon 
i ecei\ (^ a now screw uiid another oppor- 
tunity may occur to test tlio speed of 
t he t u d boats.

The Toi onto Kiiipirc very prniierly 
liireets attention t-<i tlie lieu ui>n«titu- 
tional cloetriiie wiiicli is beiiiy evolveil 
nut of the iliiicussion (if the; .Je.siiil.s' Ks- 
tates Act. It is this, "Ihat tlie Doniin- 
ioii Governmont is not only renpousible 
for itft own legislation, but it is also i<> 
he lield reaponsiljle for anil taken a.s en- 
ilor.siiig every act of eaeli of I he pro- 
vinoes which it iloe.s ikU interfere to dii- 
iillow." Our ooutenipoi-ary may well 
cull this doctrine "startling," for if it is 
tiouiirl it takes, from the provinces all 
exohiaive jurisdiction, and tlirows upon 
l.lie Dominion Govoriinient the re- 
sponsiliility of every law pa.-iscMl liy the 
local legislatures. .Some of the anti- 
J'e.tnit a,L;ilator.s eiintend llml if the 
Dominion ( ioveriiiiiunt tails to ili.sallow 
imy act pa.ssed liy a proviiiciul legiala- 
tiiro thoy must be considered us "cn- 
doraing" it, os in fact making tlmt act 
their own. Aecoiding to this view of 
the prerogutivK nf disallowance the 
Dominion (Joveriiiiient inii-st not permit 
the local legi.-ilatiires to lake any re- 
spoiisiliilily niJiMi theimselves. Tliey 
cannot siiy witlt respeut to any provin- 
cial law sent to Ottawa: 

"This law is within the provincial 
jurisdiolioii. 'Plio provincial legi>slaliiic 
WH^ perfectly coliipeti^iit to enact it. Il 
iloe.s luil cla.sh with any federal law. Ji 
was pa.s.scil aflcr due dclilioiation by 
those who must be presumed to know 
most ahont tho needs and the uirciim- 
staiicp.s of the province. We do 
not lliiiik it a wise law. 
Wo believe that it will not 
WtnU Well. Uiil as voii had a riL;ht 
to nuiUe it, a.H ymi will suiter the bad 
uonse(|ucni!es of its operation if it does 
not work well, and as you have power 
111 repeal ib if it doe.s not suit you, we 
will not iiiterfeio. .Self-govornineiil 
within eeilaiii liiiiit.s is exlended to ymi 
by t he eoiiHl il nt ion, ami it is mil our 
place to deprive yon of yuiir eoiistilti- 
tional pou'or and privileges." 

It secm.s to ua that it would be both 
wi.sirami more con.stilntioiial in llii; Do- 
minion ( ioveriinieiit lo take this L;riniml 
tliiiii to act as if the power of ilisallow- 
aiiue thicsv the whole i espunsibi Hi y ol 
provincial Icjji.slatioii on tliuir slioiihlers. 
It would he unreasonable to expect the 
^iliniatry to go over all the legislation of 
all I he proviiiees to exaiiiilio evei y ael 
clause by clause, and lo i'iii|iiire into its 
applic-abilit y lo llu; eireuiiislaiiees ,jf lb,- 
liartieiil.ir proviiiec hir u liieb il w,i.^ in- 
leniled -ill u word, lo re-enact alllli.- 
provincial lows.

They would be i.erlain 
lo reiulut the interforeiice of the Do- 
minion Oovcniinent In local uflairs, and 
tliey would claim the right of exorcising 
I he "pxchisivo" jiirifdiction e.vtciided to 
Ihem by 111.- liiilish Xorlli .\iiieiii';i 
Acl. Till' ilisaL;! eriiieiil.s bi-lueen the 
provinces and the yenei al govei iiiiieni 
would bu continual and I hey would be 
very bitter. 

The Dominion fSovernment lius exer- 
cised its power of disiillowancc in a \ ei y 
niodi-rale way, and yet, .seldom nsil lias 
been exerci.ii-il, il lias ereateil bad teeliiii,' 
and diHcoiitenl in llic provinces thai leli 
themselves aggricvpil. Ily ihe 
fjrcater part of the legisbii imi <if ihe 
provinces is allowed us a matter of 
course. The members of the different 
provincial legislaiiii cs know that if they 
tlo not exiM I ihciiiseh es U> defeat 
what llicy lef,'ard as a bad measure In 
il.s passage through llie legislalnie, they 
need not depend upon the general gov- 
erniiient tQ (liBttUow it when it goes to 
Ottawa. Has not this feeling of respon 

liibility a good etle. l on ihe moudiors of 
the local l(^,;^islal nr. s and upon those 
leyishitiues as a whole'.' 

The Diiliiiiiion ( iovei iiliieiil . in uiir 
opinion, ilocs right ill leaving the whole 
responsibility of local Jegishition on the 
provincial legi»lature.i. Thoy pursue 
the wise ami eoiislitiitional course 
when they take for -ranted that the 
men whom the pi m inees elei l to lepie- 
aeilt theiH in I lie local legislnl iires aie 
(.•OMi|)elrid 111 do llioir work and when 
I hey allow the acts which they pass, pro-

governments maintained. Wo believe 
that those who hold that the r.<oininicn 
Government, in merely allow-ing an act 
of Ihs provinoia'l lejjia!at-.uo, pass imy 
opinion on its merits or its demerits as 
a local statute, take a mistaken view of 
it.s functions. The whole of the lespon- 
sibilily of a provincial law- Hlioiild rest, 
and, wo believe, does constitutionally 
rest, upon the provincial le^jature.

The electric railway 
ppears lo meet. I lie re i|nireinents of the 
time belter than any other. Wherever 
they have been established they give 
alinost unmi.>ced satisfaction. The stor- 

;e hiittery car is regarded with great 
favor by many, but it is I'xpensive. It 
is admilted that the overhead system 
has tlie lewesi drawbacks. T!;e great 
and iiuleod ihe only objection to it is 
that it makes the erection of posts 
a necessity.
